WHIRIAS, The General Conference adopted 
Beport No. 4 of the Committee on Rplseopu. y, 
approving tic suggestion in the UUhoce' u.l- 
dress that tke same shall not be kept in the of- 
fice of Presiding Elder for more than fnui 
yean consecutively, though they did not think 
It should be recognized as a rule in regard to 
which there should not be exceptions, there- 
fore 


Resolved, That we heartily approve the rec- 


ommendation in the Bishops' address, and the 
action of the General conference In regard to 
it, believing that Its application here and else- 
where will be productive of the best Interests 
of the Church. 


In the past the term of office of the pre- 


siding elder of any district has been un- 
limited, but it appears from the foregoing 
action that there is desire for "a change." 


THE QUESTION TESTED, 


The following is' taken from the Dan- 


ville Commercial of last evening: 


At the close of his report (Dr. Prentice's), 


Rev. Horace Reed, of Jacksonville, stepped 
Forth with a resolution to the effect that Dr. 
Prentice be continued in the presiding elder- 
ship, notwithstanding the resolution to the 
contrary of yesterday, and supported it with » 
speech. This brought Dr. Goodwin to hisfeet, 
who was opposed to the resolution first, last 
and all the time, from principle.

Noble and many others followed In forvcut 
appeals for his return. Resolutions, amend- 
ments, and amendments upon amendments 
were made, Motions to table and to take up 
from the table, to reconsider and not to con- 
sider at all, followed each other in rapid suc- 
cession, while points of order Hew thick and 
fast, so that for a time affairs seemed to be in 
a perfect hub-bub to all but those who under- 
stood parliamentary tactles pretty well. The 
bishop had frequently to rise to explain, and 
not unf requently did ho put considerable ener- 
ry in his words. And when some desired to 
•efer the wholo matter to him to decide, he 
simply told the .brethren that that was some- 
thing which he did not propose to do, and he 
did not. An effort waa made to attach Dr. H. 
Buck's name to that of Dr. Prentice, but that 
did not suit all of Dr. P's friends and so did 
not carry. A vote was then taken in favor ot 
Or. Prentice alone, which carried. This dc- 
>ate, which lasted more than three hours, was 
the nearest a breeze the conference has had 
ret. 
Throughout the whole Bishop Harris 


showed himself a thorough parliamentarian, 
and an able presiding officer, combining 11 mi- 
nes a and Christian courtesy In about tho right 
proportions.
